within the financial account by the individual; and 

when a transaction is requested by the individual at a self-service terminal located in 
premises used by the organization, examining by a processor the rules and fulfilling the 

transaction if the transaction is consistent with the established rules for that

wherein the rules limit times-of-day when specific transactions are allowed.
